It is reasonable to believe that some of these activities 
would be considered Brady Material and would give criminal attorneys an opportunity to 
question these individuals about their activities thus giving the accused defendant due process. 
It would also give lawmakers the knowledge that the agency was aware of such activities and

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choose to ignore them. The FBI choose to ignore this misconduct but they can never say they 
didn t know. Privacy interests should not apply when an employee is acting outside the scope of 
their duties. These employees were acting outside the scope of their duties when they 
plagiarized course material, used copyrighted material, attempted to do a direct hire of a clearly 
unqualified candidate, Stole government equipment from the FBI, hacked into a government 
computer because they were mad at the instructor. 

Crime Victims rights 

Woodard is a victim of a crime. The computer he was using was hacked into; files deleted and 
pop up were placed on the screen, the screen was displayed upside down causing Woodard to 
stop teaching and release the class. Woodard made a report of the crime to law enforcement 
(FBI). Law enforcement (FBI) choose to use officer discretion and not affect an arrest. The FBI 
choose to use this as a teachable moment to show the class that “just because you can do 
something does not mean you should". This does not change the fact that Woodard is the 
victim of a crime and he has the right to be heard. 

Opinion - The FBI should approve the redacted items for any employee that was acting outside 
the scope of their duties or committed a crime. 

Woodard is willing to allow the FBI to give notice to the named individuals and allow them to 
seek action through a judicial review process by filing for declaratory relief if such process is 
done within a reasonable amount of time. Many of these employees are still employed by the 
FBI and working cases which make the public interest much more acute.

This letter is in response to your request of May 30, 2017, for review of the above 
referenced material for publication pursuant to the Federal Bureau of Investigation's (FBI)

This document will address the FBI Record Management Division, Record/Information 
Dissemination Section (RMD RIDS) prepublication review process. FBI Inspection Division 
will respond to you on this matter in a separate communication. 


In May, June and July of 2017, current FBI employee Thomas Woodard submitted a 
series of documents the RMD RIDS for prepublication review. After its prepublication review, 
RMD RIDS provided authorization to Thomas Woodard to publish redacted versions of his 
documents (September 29,2017). 

Prior to disclosing FBI information outside of their official duties, all current and former 
FBI employees are obligated to follow the prepublication review requirements by virtue of the 
FBI “Prepublication Review Policy Guide” and by their relevant “FBI Employment Agreement” 
and non-disclosure agreements. For FBI employees, their First Amendment right is balanced 
with the FBI’s responsibilities to prevent unauthorized disclosure of FBI information that could 
adversely affect national security, impact the privacy interests of other FBI employees, prevent 
the FBI from discharging its duties, or violate federi law. 

Section 3.1 of the Prepublication Policy states, in part: 

“/n light of the FBFs significant responsibilities to protect national security and ensure the 
effective enforcement of federal laws that could be compromised by disclosing FBI information 
to unauthorized recipients, it is FBI policy that prior to any proposed disclosure of FBI 
information (outside of official duty requirements), all FBI personnel must comply with the 
prepublication review process as described in this section. 

Determinations made with respect to prepublication will consider rights protected by the First 
Amendment to the United States Constitution, the relationship between the individual’s 
expression and his or her employment, and the potential of the proposed disclosure to affect FBI 
operations, FBI personnel who fail to comply with the prepublication review process or who 
make prohibited disclosures are subject to administrative actions, clearance revocations, 
disciplinary actions, civil suits, and/or criminal sanctions, as appropriate.^' 

FBI RMD ^11 conduct a prepublication review of oral, written, or electronic disclosures. 
Prepublication reviews are generally conducted on a first in, first out basis. In most cases, RMD 
RIDS strives to complete reviews within 30-days, though a review may take longer depending 
upon several factors including the availability of personnel to complete the review, the sensitivity 
of the content matter, and the need for RMD RIDS to consult subject matter experts in other 
Divisions. 
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In Mr. Woodard’s case, RMD RIDS communicated the results of the prepublication 
review (and proposed redactions) to him on September 29, 2017. A current or former FBI 
employee may appeal the prepublication decision to RMD’s Assistant Director.

I am an employee of the FBI and a fervent believer in the Constitution. I have a problem with 
the FBI’s Interpretation of 28 CFR 17.18. Within their policy (Prepublication Review Policy 
Guide 0792PG dated June 04, 2015) 

Point 1 Page 6 of the policy (Threat of retaliation) 

4.1.5. Accountability for Permitted Disclosures 

Disclosures will not be prohibited, pursuant to this PG. solely because they are critical or 
disparaging of the FBI. the government, or any individual. Any disclosures by current 
FBI personnel, however, that adversely affect the ability to effectively and efficiently 
fulfill their official responsibilities or that interfere with FBI operations may subject the 
individuals to administrative or disciplinary actions for the consequences of the 
disclosures. Examples of disclosures that arc not prohibited under this PG. but still may 
subject FBI personnel to disciplinary actions arc the disclosures of private grievances and 
disclosures that significantly impair discipline or harmony among co-workers. These 
types of disclosures could have detrimenlal impacts on close working relationships where 
personal loyalty or confidence is necessary, impede the performance of the duties of FBI 
personnel, or interfere with regular FBI operations. In such cases, FBI personnel will not 
be prohibited from making such disclosures, but they may be held accountable for the 
consequences of the disclosures. 

I take this as a veiled threat of retaliation... If you bring disharmony, or if we see you as 
disloyal then we will crush you... I only owe my loyalty to the American People and the 
Constitution. I would like you to instruct the FBI to remove this language; and replace it with “If 
an employee is untruthful then they will be held accountable for the untruthful disclosure.” 


Point 2 Page 11 of the policy (Lack of Due Process) 

Appealing a prepublication decision: 

• FBI personnel may appeal an adverse decision to the RMD’s AD. The AD will 
act pursuant to a delegation of authority from the Director. The decision of the 
RMD’s AD is final, except in decisions relating to the deletion of classified 
information, which may be appealed to the deputy Attorney General per 28 CFR § 
17.18. 


This letter was sent via first class mail on 27 July 2017 
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since when is something final without reaching the courts? This law is all based on a 
presidential order, allowing an agency to take away a right (You are not supposed to be able 
to take rights away); even after an employee leaves federal service. Please instruct the FBI to 
make this policy more in line with 28 CFR 17.18 which allows the employee to tell the agency 
(after all appeals have been heard) they are still going to publish. It is upon the agency to take 
the employee to federal court to stop it. 

Point 3 (Accountability) 

You have given enormous power to a federal agency. You allow them to suppress free 
speech. To help keep an agency accountable it should have to keep statistics. Please instruct 
the FBI to keep track of the following items and have them posted on the FBI's prepublication 
page (Available to the public); 

1. Number of requests for prepublication by division 

2. Number of requests denied (or partially denied and who denied them) 

3. Reason for denial 

4. Time taken to approve requests (The FBI policy allows 30 working days) 

5. Number of requests not approved within the required timeframe, and reason. 

Point 4 (Oversight) 

No one can police themselves. A committee made up of scholars and community members 
should meet quarterly in both open meetings, and closed door sessions to hear any feedback 
that may be given by users of this process, and to ensure the agencies are following the law 
and the spirit of the law.

Case - Thomas Woodard asserts his First Amendment right of free speech. 

Facts - Thomas Woodard submitted prepublication requests and was approved for publication 
in part.
